Vpon which is grounded the De-

againſt the Ieſutes demanding the abroga- 
tion of a Decree of the Parliament at Tholou/e. 
By which they were commanded, that they (hould 
not take vpon them the name, title, or qualitie 
of an Unrer/itie ; and that they ſhould not 
giuc any degree in any facuitie, nor 


ally nemmation te any Benefices, 
- 


He Vniverſitics haue 
FP alwaycs had (ach a favour 
of our K1xGcs, that they 
haue beene received when 
they did demand Tuſtice 
of their Maieſties, not on- 
ly in their own particular 
| cauſes, bur alſo in cauſes 
which did concerne the 
publick cftate of the Kingdome. The Hi!'ories and 
publick Acts do plainly ſhew it, and alſo it may ma- 
nifeſtly appeare by the Records of the Parliament at 
Paris, that our King Charles the 7. when he would 
reſtore and confirme the rights and ſundamentall 
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lawes of his Kingdome. And having to this end aſ- 
ſembled many great Lords to this Councell, there 
were heard as well their Atturney Gencrall, as al ſo 
the Vniverſitie at Para, and vpon that which they 
did repreſent were made many good Ordinances, 
to which his Maieſtie did ſware, and cauſed all his 
Officers and Councell to ſware to them inviolably. 
It is manifeſt to all the world, that our King is not in- 
ferior to his Aunceſtors in doing Juftice to his Sub- 
iects, without acceptation of perſons, after Goo: 
Ordinance, by whoſe grace he doth raigne, with re- 
ſolution to conſerue his royall authoritie, with cou- 
rage to maintaine his State in all the Bodies whereof 
it is compoſed againſt all Interpriſes. Therfote haue 
the Vniverlicies being preſt by an extreame neceſſity 
for to defend themſelues againſt the aſſault, yea a- 
gainſt oppreſſion, which the Jeſuites not being con- 
rented yet with the diſſolutions and ruines which 
they haue brought vpon them heretoſore, doe now 
take in hand to bring vpon them, in attributing to 
themſelues their title and their rights ( their title in 
making ſo many Vniverſities as they haue Colledges 
of their Societie, their rights in making the advance- 
ments, and giving the degtees to the Schollers, yea to 
them which the Doctors of the Vniverſitic hath re- 
fuſed, as if they were their ſuperiors.) The ſame V- 
niverſitie doe hope that ic will not be vnpleaſing to 
the King, that the Deputies ſhould defend them. 
And in defending themſelues in the preſence of his 
Maieſtie, and of the Lords of his Councell, they doe 
not vphold onely the Decree given to their profit 


by one of the moſt honorable Parliaments of his 


King- 
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Kingdome (that is to lay ) the Parliament at Tho- 
lox/e, of which the /e/wites dare de mand the Abroga- 
tion, and fo abuſing the favour that his Maie ſtie hath 
done to them in taking one of them for his Confe(- 
ſor. A molt ſingular favour, which till this preſent 
they haue not received of any of our holy Fathers, 
nor of the Kings of Sparne. 

But al ſo doe ſhew and proue by authentick Acts, 
yea by the /eſuites owne writings, that the demand 
which they doe make now, and the proiects which 
they haue to attribute to every one of their Colled- 
ges the title and rights of an Vniverſitie, are contrary 
and preiudiciall to the Kings aut horitie, to the or- 
dinary luſtice of his Maieltie, to the dignitie and 
power of the Cardinals, Archbiſhops, and Biſhops of 
other orders and prok ſſions, to the yong Schallers 
vndcrthem, and tothe good of the Townes which 
doe recciue them, to the perſection of Sciences and 
Antiquitie, & tothe cõmandements of the Church, 
and to the reſolution of the Clergie of France in the 
aſſembly at Fo, in the ycare 1561. to the Letters 
Patents which they haue obtained of our Kings, 
Henry the ſecond, Francis the ſecõd, Charles the ninth, 
Acury the third, and to choſe Letters which they haue 
had for the re eſtlabliſhing of the King Henry the 
Great, of happie memory, and of our King which 
doth raigne at this preſent. As alſo to the Decrecs of 
the allowance and rcgiliring thereof, which they 
thcmſclues haue purſued in the Court of Patlia- 
ment of this Kingdome.

1. Againſt the Kings autboritie_. 


J Fcauſe they will by vertue of a Bull which they 
ſay that they haue obtained from our holy Gre. 
ger the i z. take vpon them power for to chuſe 

and create ludges, Conſervators for all kinde of cau- 
ſes as well Civill as Criminall, and mixt: yea, & thoſe 
in which they themſelues ſhould be demanders for 
their rights, lands, and houſes, fruits, rents, and reve- 
nues, and for all other things moueable and vnmo- 
vable, ſpirituall and temporall: and that the ludges 
which they ſhould haue received, ſhould doe luſtice 
according tothe will ofthe rector of their Vniverſi 
tie. 


2. Avamſt the Rings Authoritie—. 


Ecauſe by vertue of an Inſtitution inſerted and 
related in a Bull which they haue obtained in 

the yeare 1540. of our holy Father the Pope, 
they retaine for their Generall, ( which ſince their 
comming till this preſent day hath beene a ſtranger, 
a Spanyard, or one borne vnder the ſubiection of 
Spaine ) all kinde of government and ſoveraigne 
authoritie over the Scholars which arc of their Col- 
ledges, and over their Colledges, and over all others 
whichare of their Soc ietie, for ro obcy him alwayes, 
and to acknowledge him as one who hath the au- 
thoritie of our Lord leſus Chriſt: and in their Vow 
they doe promiſe to him as to one which keepeth 
the place of God, all obedience, not onely for things 
obligatory, but allo for all other things, though 
| there 
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there ſhouldappeare no other thing to chem bur a 
ligne of the Generalls will, without any expreſle 
comandement: indoing all things that which thould 
be comanded,in petſwading the mſelues things to be 
law full, & in renouncing thiough a blind obedience, 
all advice and iudgement to the contrary, ſuffering 
themlelues to be cairicd and vicd even as à dead 
corple, willing that go particular perſon, directiy or 
indirectly, without the permithon and approbation 
of their Generall, ſhould aske or cauſe to be asked of 
our holy Father the Pope, nor of any other which is 
without the Societie, any grace for himſelfe or for a- 
nother: and that he ſhould beleeue if he did not ob- 
taine his deſite of his General}, or with his conſent 
thereto, it is not for him, though it were for divine 
ſervice: and on the contrary, it it be fit tor him by the 
conſent of his Generall, which keepes the place of 
our Saviour Telus Chriſt tor him, that he (hall ob- 
taine it. And that which is (aid of the Colledges,mutt 
allo be vnde tſtood to be ſaid of the Vniverlities of 
the Societie in the lame manner, that if they obtaine 
that which they demand for this pre ſent time, one 
muſt no more ſay for the roy ali Vniverſitie of Pars, 
but the Vniverlitie of the Societie, and ſo of all other 
Vniverſities of this Kingdome. And although that 
he doth communicate his power to other interiors, 
which are in the Provinces, Vilitators and Commil- 

ſioners, yet alwayes he hath power to approve or to 

abrogate and make void that which they haue done, 
and to ordcine in all things that which he thinketh 

good, And alwayes they mult obey him and honor 

him as one that istheVicar of our Lord leſus Chriſt. 

: 3. A- 
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3. Againſt the Rugs authoritie_.. 
Ecauſe they haue a generall Agent which gi- 
veth advice to the Generall, as well of perſons 
as of things, as it pleaſeth them. And their Ge- 
nerall hath foute Aſſiſtants, one for the buſineſſe of 
France and Germany, another for Italy, and Sicilie, the 


other for Spaine and Portugall, and the other, of the 


Indies. And generally for to doe all things he hath a 
Generall Atturney of the Societie, and he hath eve- 
ry yeare a Catalogue (ent vnto him of all the Houſes 
and Colledges of the Societies, and another of all the 
Perſons which are in every Province, They will alſo 
that there be in their pretended Vniverſities, a Se- 
cretary of the Societie, which keepeth a Booke, in 
which arc written all the names of them which 
come to their Colledges, and which ofthem doe re- 
cciue promiſe to obey the Rector, and to obſerue the 
Conſtitution. And if there are ſome which doe re- 
fuſe to giue their names, and ſo doe regiſter and en- 
role themſelues, that he ſhould repreſent and ſhew 
them, becauſe they ſhould take more particular care 
to the Schollers, whoſe names are written in the 
Booke of the Vaiverſitic, and to ſpeake it plainely 
and without diſſembling, what can one ſay more, as 
to enrole, ſeduce, and retaine men for a ſtranger, as 
al wayes till this day the Generall of the ſaid Societie 
hath beene. And this cannot be done in this King- 
dome without contrarietie, and infinite preiudice a- 
gainſt our Kings authoritie. No man can ſerue two 
ſeverall Lords, nor can as a ſubiect and vaſſall ac- 
knowledge the one and the other for his Lofd. Our 


King

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King cannot be acknowledged & ſerved by a Gene- 
rall, vpon the conditions here related, more then out 
holy Father the Pope can be in qualitie of a Vicar of 
our Lord leſus Chriſt, as the Vniverſities with the 
Catholick, Apoſtolick, and Romane Church do ac- 
knowledge him for; and as a Generall that keepeth 
Gods place, and is our Lord leſus Chriſts Vicar. 
But if they for to cloak this, ſay like as they are wont 
to doe, that they doe vow a particular obedience to 
his Hedincs, we anſwer, that they doe ſuppreſſe it wich 
that is written in their Conſtitutions, that it is onely 
for the Miſſions, and then they attribute to their Ge» 
nerall che full direction and power thereof. 


4. Againſt bis Maſties ordlmary Inſtice_. 


Ecauſe that no bodie of their Colledges and 

Houſes, whether he be of thoſe which haue 

made their vowes,or of their helpers,orof their 
Scholars, mult ſuffer himſelfe to be examincd for ci- 
vill and much leſſe for criminal] cauſes, without the 
leaue of their {uperior, and that their ſuperior mu 
giue no leaue, if it be not in caulesthat concerne the 
Catholike Religion. 


S. Againſt the dignitie and power of the (ar- 
ainalls, Archbiſbeps, and Biſlets. 


Ecauſe they take away fromrhem the power and 
authoritie of iudginę, otherwiſe then is wricten 

in the Bull, which they ſay they haue gotten for 

to chuſe ludges, Conſervators in all civill and crimi- 
nall cauſes, and they doe con{iraine them to indge 
end decrce according to their Inſtitutes and Conſii- 
rs 
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tutions, by vertue of a Bull which they had from our 
holy Father the Pope Gregory XIII. in the ycare 
15% 4 which beareth the greateſt excommunication, 
and a pcnaltie of diſabilitie to any Offices and Bene- 
fices ſecular and regular of all Orders, and that as. 
ſoone as the deed fhall be done, u ithout any other 
declaration againſt all perſons of whatſocver condi- 
tion and precminence they be, which ſhall witliſtand 
and gaineſay ditectiy and indirectly the Inſtitutes. 
and Conſlitutions of this Societie, or any of the Ar- 
ticles, vnder colour of diſputation, and ſeeking of che 
truth. As alſo they doe attribute by vertue of their 


Inſtitutes, Bulls, and Conſtitutions to their Gene- 


rall the Government of all the Vniverſities which 
they have, Which doth exclude and deprive the 
Cardinalls, Archbiſhops, and Biſhops, of the right 
and poſſellion that they haue as Governors and Pro- 
tectors ot the Vniverſities, which doth excmpt many 
Clerkes of their Iuriſdiction. 


6. Againſt the Rules and *Profe/Srons of 


other Orders. 


J Ecauſe that they in re ſpect of thoſe which haue 
4 portion with them that they take the beſt Be- 
nefices for to ioyne them to their Colledges, as 

it is manifeſiʒ and in reſpect of others, they dos take 
vpon chem all the Faculties, Conceſſions, exempti- 
ons, Indulgences, remiſſion of ſinnes, and grace as 
well ſpirituall as temporal, granted, & yet to be gran- 
ted, which haue and ſhall haue in time to come all o- 
ther Orders of beggars, Prieſts and Nunnes for to en- 
ioy by them for all and in the whole ſo as they 
themſelues, yea with as much right, and they will 
that 
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that all thoſe which doe 'udicin their Colledges, or 
pretended Vniverſities, doe promile that they will 
obey them, and obſerue all their Conſtitutions, for 
ſo much that if any Prieſis doe ſtudie and take their 
degree and promotion, as there doe many in the V- 
niverſitie at Pari, and other Vniverſities, they ſhould 
be bound againſt the rules of their Orders and Pro- 
feſlions, to promiſe obedience to no other then their 


Superiors. 
7. Againit the young Schelars, Which are 


vnder them. 


Ecauſe the proſeſſed Societie muſt take no care 

to teach in their Colledges perfection of Huing, 

& Letters worthy to a Chriſlian, but onely thole 
which are eſteemed to haue the Talent, for they (hall 
be as a Nurſe· gardian to the profe ſſed Societie, & to 
his helpers, and they know that if with the Colled- 
ges 3 were alſo committed to the So- 
cieties, keeping in 2 * manner of which 
is ſpoken in the fourth part, they helpe to the ſame 
end, adding thereunto theſe ſpeeches; For the greater 
ou of God, and the gewerall good of the Societie, which 
now certainly, that they doe not eſtabliſh the ir pre- 
tended Vniverſities, but onely for their particular 


intereſt and profit. 


8. Againſt the Wealth of the Cities which 


doe recciue them. 


Ecauſe they give power to themſelves for to 
Þ Yleaue and abandon the Colledges and Houſes 
which they haue eſtabliſhed, and they (ay that if 

B 2 it 
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it doth appeate by proofe that the Societie is more 
bindred then helped, and their Generall doth finde 
no remedie for it, that it then is lawfull to contider 
in the firſt generall Congregation, whether ſuch an 
Houle, Colledge, or Vniverlitie ought to be aban- 
doncd or kept, wich ſuch a charge, and in abando- 
ning it, they will diſpoſe of it, and of all che revenues 
given vnto them, if there be not made an expreſſe 
reſervation to the contrary by them which haue bia 
the builders ofthem. 


9. Againſt the perſection of Sciences. 


Ecauſe they doe reduce their pretended Vni- 
verlities vnto three faculties : One for the 
Tongues, another for the Arts, and the third 
for T heologic;and they will not that there ſhould be 
any Treatiſe of Phylickc, nor of the lawes (though ic 
be manifeſt that they are more neceſlary for man- 
kinde ) or at leaft, that the Societie ſhould not be 


charged with it. — 


10. Againſt Autiquitie and the Conunam ie 
ments of the Church. 


Ecauſe that their Scholars, and eſpecially thoſe 
which dwell in their Colledges, doe more then 
they heare and vnderſtand the great Maſſe (aid 
by a Deacon and Subdeacon, for they doe not (ay it 
in their Churches, as it is knowne to every one, and 
they haue no Quiere, and they doe derogate the 


generall Councells.

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11. Agaveit the reſolution of the Clergie of 
France that was aſſembled at Poily, 


in the yeare 1501. Azamnt the 
Latters patents of our King 
and av2mit the ſentences of 
allowance and yegiftring 
thereof, which they 
themſelnes haue 


fo ſueil. 


Ecauſe they doe take vpon them the title, name 
and rights of the Vniuerſitie. The title and 
name in giving the qualitie of an Vniuerſity to 
every one of their Colledges for to make ſo many 
Vniverfities as they haue Colledges. The rights in 
making the Promotions and in giving the > 
to the Schplars, yea to them to whom the Doctors 
of the Vniuerſities haue refuſed it, if it be that their 
examiners do find them capable, as if they were their 
ſuperiors. For by the reſolution of the Clergie here 
dated, and by the Letters patents of our Kings here 
mentioned, and by the ſentence of allowance and 
regiſtring thereof, which they themſelues haue pur- 
ſued in the Courts of Parliament of this kingdome, 
it is expreſſely forbidden that they ſhould doe no- 
thing either ſpirituall or temporall in preiudice of 
of the Vaiuerſities:and they can doe no greater pre- 
B 3 iudice 
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iudice to the Vniuerſitie then to make Vniuerſities 
oftheir Colledges, and to eſtabliſh them and give 
chem che titles and rights of Vninerſities like to 
them of Paris and others of this Kingdome. 

The Parties were heard on Friday laft, the 28.0f 
September 1624. in the Hall where the Councell was 
kept at S. Germain in Lay, where was a great 
multitude of people, and the leſuites 
demandants were thruſt from their 
Letters of abrogation, and it was 
ordained that the decree or - 
ſentence at Tholouſe ſhould 
Rand in full force and

ol the townc of Tour nom, being of the ſo- 
ciety Of /eſus, de mandant in a requeſt 
and a decree from the Councell giuen 
vpon tlie ſame, on the x5. of Decem.162 3. 
& defendant on the one part: And the ſocietie ot the 
Vniuerũties of Tho/ou/e, Valence and Cahors deſen- 
dante ʒand the ſaid ſocietie of Tho/ou/e demandant in 
a requeſt of the 18. Ju laſt paſt, on the other part, 
withour which the qualities may not hinder or 
preiudice them. And alto the Rector, Deans, At- 
turneys and Deputies of the Vniderſity of Pari the 
Rector, Doctors and regents of the Vniuerũty of 


Row =. 
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Beurdeaux; the Rector, Doctors, and deputies of the 


Vnigerſicy of Reim the Rector, Dean, and deputies of 
the Vniuerſity of Portiers; the Rector, Deans, and 
depu:ies of the Vaiuerſitie of Caexʒ the Rector Deans, 
and Doctors of the Vaiuerſities of Baurges, Orleans,

The which petition and the decree vpon the 
ſame dated the 15. of December 1623. being 
ſcene by the King in his Councell.

doing to ordaine, that the decree ofthe rule of the 
Letters patents agreed vp in the ſaid Vniuerſitie of 
Tournon, in the month of December tõ a 2. ſhould be 
executed according to the force and tenor thereof, 
and chat the (aid Vniuerſitie ſhould be maintained 
and kept in the poſſeſſion and cnioying the Privi- 
ledges, rights, and powers, to them * by the 
fame: the Bulls of our holy Father the Pope Je 
Letters patents of the tatity ing thereof, and decrees 
of the regiſtring, notwithitanding the oppoſitions

non ſnould enioy the ſame Privlledges, Authorities, 
Preeminences, and liberty which they did enioy be- 
fore the ſaid Letters of the month of December 1622. 
A Commiſſion vpon the faid decree on the ſaid 
day. Acts of aſſignements of the 5.9.and 13. of nu. 
arie laſt paſt. A copy of Bulls obtained by the Car-

A ſuite in Law of M. Afeſnill de- 
ceaſed, Aduocate in the cauſe of the Vniuerſicie of 
Paris, and of the Fathers the leſuites, followes the 
Counſel! and reſolutioſ of the aſſembly of the 
Clergy of France kept at Po; iy, in the yeare 1561. 
A copy of the act of the aſſembly kept by the 
Gillican Church at Poi aforeſaidthe 15. of Septem- 
ber, 1561. A copy ofthe dectee from the ſayd Par- 
liament at Paris of the 13. of Febraary in the (aid 

yeare 
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yeare 1561. By which is ordained that the ſaid 
Act made in the aſſembly at Poi, ſhould be re- 
giſtred vnder the conditions therein conteined. A 
copy of the Letters Patents of the King Chaz les 
the ninth, giuen in the moneth of 145 1561. for the 
conformation and allowance of the ſaid gift and 
tranſport.
